Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim lis rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kupferberg 
(US Patent No. 5,439,349). Kupferberg discloses a fan apparatus comprising: a fan 
apparatus (10), a centrifugal fan casing (14), a scroll (32) within said casing surrounding 
an impeller (38), inlet port (40) and the scroll intake portion having a bulged. Kupferberg 
further discloses an opening (55).

Claims 4,6 & 7 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

Claims 2,3 & 5 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
